can  admit.  Primarily 
based  on  the  fact  that  we 
can't  provide  financial 
need  for  them." 

Phifer  Is  rather 
dlssapointed  In  that  the 
faculty  and  administration 
has  not  shown  much 
enthusiasm  to  make  this 
crisis  a "fighting  cause." 
He  pointed  out  that 
Livingston  Is  doing  more 
for  disadvantaged  students 
than  any  other  college 
within  the  University.  He 


at  this  time  he  didn't 
know  how  much  Federal  and 
State  aid  Livingston  would 
be  getting  from  the 
government  to  fund  the 
special  programs.  "This 
means  that  If  there  Is  a 
cut-back  It  will  effect 
the  special  program  for 
disadvantaged  youngsters. 
Last  year  we  were 
encouraged  to  go  Into  the 
urban  communities  of  New 
Jersey  and  seek  out 
talented  disadvantaged 
youngsters  and  we  encour- 
aged them  to  apply.  We 
were  very  successful  In 
that  and  that's  why  were 
were  very  happy.  It  looks 
like  now  we  won't  be  able 
to  take  as  many 
disadvantaged  students 
this  year  as  we  did  last 
year,  even  though  the 
class  will  be  larger." 

If  the  proposed  cut- 
back goes  through,  the 
Incoming  freshmen  class 
will  be  reduced  to  850  and 
the  transfer  enrollment 
will  Increase  from  100  to 
about  300. 

"I  don't  mind  doing 
that,"  Phifer  added,  "but 
at  the  same  time  we're  now 


compared  the  Livingston 
program  with  the  Rutgers 
Trasltional  Year  Program 
saying,  at  Livingston, 
students  receive  credit 
for  all  their  courses 
while  at  the  Rutgers 
program  some  are  non- 
cred I t courses . 

"Our  students  here  make 
out  much  better.  They  are 
given  every  opportunity  to 
make  It.  I bet  we  have  a 
much  hlghter  percentage  of 
disadvantaged  students  who 
are  making  It  successfull 
academic  wise  through 
college  than  the  other 
special  programs.  Yet 
we're  being  strangled  eco- 
nomicaly,"  he  explained. 

The  reason  given  by 
Phifer  as  to  why 
Livingston  is  better  for  a 
disadvantaged  student  Is 
because  they  have  more 
alternatives  here.  He 
added:  "He's  not  stuck 
Into  going  to  a southern 
school,  which  perhaps 
can't  compare  to  the 
quality  of  education  we 
can  provide  with  the 
University  resources. 
He's  also  not  stuck  into 


One  interesting  point 
brought  out  by  Phifer 
about  the  incoming 
freshman  class  Is  that 
they  will  be  stronger 
academicaly  than  the 
present  freshman  class. 
"Compared  to  where  we 
were  last  year,  they're 
much  stronger  academicaly, 
meaning  that  they  have  a 
higher  rank  in  class  and 
their  average  SAT  scores 
are  higher,"  he  added. 

Speaking  about  the  20 
member  admissions  commit- 
tee Phifer  said,  "The 
problem  was  we  hardly 
met!  We  were  lucky  if 
four  people  showed  up  at 
the  meetings.  We  had  to 
cancel  1 a number  of 
meetings.  We're  at  a 
point  now  where  our 
appl Icat ion  deadl Ine  Is 
April  1st  and  we  still 
have  about  600 
applications  to  review, 
and  almost  Impossible 
task. "

Admissions  Director 
Filor  Phifer  believes 
black  and  white  students 
at  Livingston  have  a 
better  understanding  of 
each  other  now  then  they 
did  last  Fall. 

In  a recent  Interview 
with  Fango  he  gave  his 
reasons:  "The  fact  that 

kids  at  Livingston  are 
Interacting  with  one 
another,  the  fact  that 
white  students  and  black 
students  now  have  grown  I 
feel  to  the  point  where 
they're  much  more 

sophisticated  than  most 
white  and  black  kids  on 
other  campuses.  That 
white  kids  understand  what 
the  Black  House  Is  about 
and  don' t see  It  as  a 
threat  as  they  used  to  see 
It  when  they  first  came. 
They  (white  students)  now 
know  that  the  Black  House 
serves  a need  that  black 
.students  have,  and  that 
need  Is  to  be  together 
with  people  who  are  from 
similar  cultural  and 
economic  background  and  to 
share  some  of  the 
problems.  Through  that 
they  get  mutual  support 
and  strength,  which 
enables  them  to  go  Into 
their  classes  and  compete 
successfuly  with  other 
students.  That  white 
students  at  Livingston 
understand  that  and  that 
was  very  Important  at  the 
time  when  TARGUM  came  out 
with  an  article  about  It 
which  was  very  apparent 
that  the  students  at 
Rutgers  have  no  Idea  of 
what  was  going  on."

Editorial  Comment 


As  you  know,  or  should  know,  there  Is  a proposed 
married  student  housing  project  under  considerable 
Investigation.  The  Investigation  Is  not  whether  or 
not  they  should  be  built,  but  rather  where  they  are 
going  to  be  constructed. 

The  proposed  housing  Is  planned  on  being  built  In 
the  wooded  area  which  extends  from  Metiers  Lane  to 
Cedar  Lane,  and  from  River  Road  to  Avenue  E which 
runs  along  the  northwest  section  of  our  campus. 
This  beautiful  land  Is  the  only  natural  sight  on  the 
Kilmer  campus  and  should  not  be  tampered  with  for 
any  reason  other  than  for  ecological  purposes.  I am 
not  refuting  that  there  Is  a deflnate  need  for  more 
student  housing,  but  rather  that  the  proposed  site 
for  the  construction  of  this  project  should  be 
carried  on  somewhere  else  on  the  campus.  The 
Federal  Government  gave  the  University  540.1  acres 
of  land  which  used  to  be  Camp  Kilmer  for  educational 
purposes.  The  wooded  area  under  consideration  Is 
not  part  of  that  land  grant.  Camp  Kilmer,  as  you 
obviously  can  see,  has  sufficient  room  for 
constructing  badly  needed  hous I ng  wl thou t resorting 
to  the  destruction  of  what  all  of  society  Is 
belatlngly  trying  to  preserve.  The  University 
planners  did  not  take  Into  account  the  Idea  of 
conservation  when  they  drew  the  plans  for  this 
project,  so  as  a result  we  are  faced  with  a 
difficult  task  of  changing  those  plans,  and  keeping 
those  woods.  The  students  at  that  time,  and  now, 
had  very  little  to  say  on  the  subject  of  University 
planning  and  we  are  now  faced  with  the 
reprecussl ons  of  their  blunder.  With  the  cost  of 
the  construction  of  the  housing  going  up  with  each 
additional  month's  delay,  the  proposal  Is  losing 
It's  viability.  We  cannot  wait  any  longer.  The 
housing  Is  needed,  but  so  are  the  woods. 
Unfortunately,  I do  not  know  enough  about  the 
planning  of  this  project,  nor  do  very  many  other 
people,  because  now  It  Is  too  late  for  students  to 
be  Involved  In  the  planning  of  the  housing.  Because 
of  this  fact,  we  cannot  Just  let  this  fiasco 
materialize,  nor  can  we  let  the  construction  wait 
any  longer;  for  If  the  construction  prices  are  too 
high,  the  grade  of  construction  decreases.  All  of 
us  must  begin  to  speak  out  against  destroying  all 
that's  left.  In  order  to  prevent  a tragedy,  the 

entire  student  body,  faculty  and  administration  must 
pool  and  stop  something  before  It  starts. 

Plscataway  Township  Is  against  the  construction  for 
economic  reasons,  but  are  slowly  but  surely 

submitting  to  the  pressures  of  Rutgers,  the  State 
University.  We  should  attend  the  Township  meetings 
and  convince  the  public  that  the  housing  cannot  be 

constructed  where  where  It  It  Is  plannedl  Dean 
Garcia  and  other  conservationists  at  Livingston  are 
now  trying  to  halt  the  construction  there,  but  they 
desperately  need  support.  Why  not  do  what  you  say. 
Stop  this  destruction  before  It  stops  you.

The  City  of  Trenton 
has  decided,  without 
consulting  the  Model 
Cities  Policy  Cormlttee  or 
the  people  of  the 
community,  to  construct  a 
pol Ice  stat Ion  In  the 
center  of  a predominantly 
Black  and  Puerto  Rican 
neighborhood.  Not  Just  a 
precinct  or  station,  but 
the  nerve  center  (head- 
quarters) of  the  entire 
Trenton  Police  Depart- 
ment . 

Presently  I am  working 
with  a group  of  concerned 
residents  who  oppose  this 
action.  We  feel  that  the 
authority  of  the  Model 
Cities  Policy  Committee 
has  been  bypassed,  the 
spirit  and  design  of  the 
Model  Neighborhood  concept 
overlooked,  and  the  will 
of  the  people  Ignored. 
The  construction  of  this 
station  will  only 

demonstrate  to  the  Black 
and  Puerto  Rican  residents 
of  Trenton  and  other 
communities  how  little  a 
voice  we  actually  have  In 
governmental  decisions 

regarding  the  communities 
In  which  we  live. 


We  have  been  told  that 
this  site  (Clinton  Avenue) 
was  chosen  because  It 
costs  less  than  any  other 
and  would  dispalce  fewer 
residents.  What  about  the 
residents  who  were 
displaced  ten  to  fifteen 
years  ago  when  Urban 
Renewal  destroyed  their 
homes  and  told  them  they 
would  be  replaced  by 
better  homes?  Were  these 
people  relocated  In  homes? 
No . If  t hey  were 

relocated  at  all  it  was  In 
t he  Miller  Homes 

Proj  ect . 

The  City  s pent  onl y 
five  million  dollars  to 
house  six  thousand  people 
In  Miller  Homes  and  I s 
going  to  spend  more  than 
half  that  amount  to  house 
295  police  and  t he  I r 
captives.  Why  isn't  the 
City  building  houses  for 
the  people  it  displaced 
Instead  of  a pol Ice 
station?  Could  It  be  that 
the  police  station  Is  more 
important  than  taxpayers 
and  their  families  having 
a decent  place  to  live?

housing  Priorities

The  plans  for  Rutgers 
University's  proposed  374 
unit  apartment  project 
across  Avenue  E at 
Livingston  are  substan- 
clally  completed/  accor- 
ding to  Dean  Ernest  A. 
Lynton. 

However,  two  separate 
problems  are  delaying  the 
construction  of  the  apart- 
ments which  will  provide 
board  for  married  stu- 
dents, faculty,  and  some 
single  students. 

Plscataway  Township, 
where  the  site  Is  located, 
refused  to  give  the 
University  a building 
permit  last  fall  for  the 
project.  University  rep- 
resentatives will  answer 
questions  tonight  (April 
9)  at  the  township's 
Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment's  meeting  about 
traffic  problems  which  may 
be  caused  by  the  housing 
units.  The  other  problem 
Is  specifically  where 
should  the  housing  have 
been  located  at  the  very 
beginning.  Much  of  the 
hassle  Is  caused  by 
faculty  and  students  who 
feel  that  the  project  will 
destroy  the  woods  located 
on  Avenue  E.  The  Living- 
ston Environmental  Crisis 
Committee  strongly  objects 
to  the  proposed  site  of 
the  hous I ng  units. 

"Very  frankly,  when 
this  project  was  started 
two  years  ago,  people  were 
not  as  environmentally 
conscience  and  minded  as 
they  are  now.  I don't 
think  the  alternatives 
were  really  thought  out. 
The  man  who  planned  this 
project,  Edward  B.  Wllkens 
(the  University  planner) 


saw  that  tract  as 
providing  a marvelous 
opportunity  to  build  a 
tract  of  housing--  and 
that  of  course  It  Is.  And 
nobody.  Including  myself, 
because  I was  Involved, 
thought  of  saying  'now 
wait  a moment;  put  them 
(apartments)  500  yards  to 
the  left  or  to  the  right 
so  we  can  save  the 
woods'".  Dean  Lynton 
expl a I ned. 

Dean  Lynton  listed 
three  problems  which  would 
be  faced  If  the  apartments 
are  not  located  on  Avenue 
E:  1)  When  you  spread  out 
a group  of  houses  you 
Increase  the  cost  of  the 
project  because  you  need 
more  sewage  pi pes, 
electrical  lines,  etc.,  2) 
Contacting  the  architect 
and  telling  him  to  do  some 
of  the  plans  over  again 
will  cost  more  money  and 
more  delays,  and  3)  With 
Inflation  as  It  Is, 
building  costs  have  gone 
up  1.5  percent  a month. 
If  more  delays  occur,  the 
cost  of  the  buildings  will 
r I se  and  so  will  the 
student's  rent. 

"Any  substanclal  change 
will  mean  substanclal  de- 
lay and  substanclal  costs. 
And  that  has  to  be 
weighed,"  he  added. 

However,  he  did  not  rule 
out  the  poslblllty  of  a 
change. 

Asked  If  he  could  start 
from  scratch,  what  would 
he  do  about  the  project 
now,  Lynton  responded:  "I 
can  think  of  some  areas 
that  are  underdeveloped  or 
treeless  land  that  I 
probably  at  this  point 
think  preferable  for  the

project.  Let's  say  there 
was  not  a tree  In  sight,  I 
would  be  pushing  1 I ke  mad 
to  get  thl s housing  bul 1 t 
as  quickly  as  possible 
because  It  would  be  very, 
very  Important  and  very, 
very  good  for  Livingston 
from  every  point  of  view. 
It  could  be  completed  by 
the  F a 1 1 of  1971,  taking 
about  a year  to  com- 
plete." 

Dean  Lynton  feels 
responsible  for  getting 
the  proposed  apartments  on 
the  Livingston  campus. 
"I  felt  very  strongly  for 
Livingston's  sake  to  get 
this  housing,"  he  said. 
He  added  that  Livingston 
needed  the  use  of  the 
apartments  so  that  single, 
married,  and  graduate 
students,  as  well  as  some 
faculty  members  would  have 
easy'access  to  the  main 
campus  Just  across  the 
street.  "I  think  It  Is 
very  Important  to  the  kind 
of  campus  life  which  we 
don't  have  yet,  but  which 
we  ought  to  have." 


When  Wllkens  (planner) 
began  to  dream  about  these 
apartments  It  looked  very 
good  to  me  and  I 'm  as 
anybody  else  for  not 
thinking  about  that  these 
are  nice  woods  and  ought 
to  be  saved.  Now  I 'm 
torn.  On  the  one  hand 
I ve  come  to  realize  we 
should  have  thought  about 
this  (destroying  the 
trees)  while  on  the  other 
hand  we  need  them 
(apartments)  to  be  built," 
Dean  Lynton  concluded,
